Many More Lives; 


Death Toll 523

Jerusalem, J.-jn. 3 (/P)—Members 


of Hagana, the Jewish militia, an- 
nounced today that 
four Arabs 


were shot to death in a mi'dnlght 
reprisal raid on an Arab strong- 
hold in the bloody no-man's land 
between Jewish Tel Aviv and Arab 
Jaffa. 


Hagana 
said 
British 
police 


searched a Jewish house in the 
area and after 
police 
withdrew 


Arabs fired on the house from a 
strongpoint 
across 
the 
street, 


wounding three Jews. The Hagana 
raid on the Arab, stronghold fol- 
lowed. 
The deaths boosted to 523 the 


number of persons :slain in Pales- 
tine since the United 
Nations 
voted to partition the Holy Land 
on November 29. 


Earlier, a Hagana source as- 


serted that 
the Jewish defense 


force is-convinced it can take, hold 
and defend a Jewish state in par- 
titioned Palestine, but that it will 
take two or three years and will 
co.sl; many more lives. 


This conviction was disclosed to- 


day by a young Jewess who re- 
ceived her training as a Hagana 
intelligence officer through sev- 
eral years of working In the anti- 
Nazi underground of Europe. 
* 
"We know the Jews of Palestine 


and of the world are up against 
the toughest fight they ever had," 
the 
Hagana 
intelligence 
officer 


said. 


"But we know our chances," she 


added, "even though the Arabs are 
getting help from the British now, 
we are convinced that the Jews 
can win the fight without help 
from the outside other than from 
the Jewish people. 
"It may take- two to three years 


of fighting and it will cost us 
many-lives, but we can win it by 
our own strength." 


The main factors/ in Hagana's 


optimism,'in her opinion are: 


1. Arab resistance to Zionism is 


economically much more paraly- 
zing to the, Arabs than the Jews 
since the Arab masses live on a 
day to day basis and one day's in- 
terruption of income means a loss 
of that day's food. 


2. The United States can be ex- 


pected to come to the aid of the 
Jews by economic pressure on the 
Arab states. 
3. The United Nations has no 


police force and when the British 
leave—"as we are now convinced 
they will leave"—the Arabs will 
ae forced to "pit their strength 
against ours and we are unafraid." 


Government informants said the 


wives and children of British.offi- 
cials "are being urged" to leave 
Palestine as soon as possible. The 
sources added, however, that there 
were no official plans yet for for- 
mal evacuation.

James A. .Farley, former post - 


master general and Democratic 
national chairman, will be the 
speaker at the annual dinner of 
the Kingston Chamber of Com- 
merce, it was announced today by 
Raymond W. Garraghan. chairman 
of the speakers' committee. 


Mr. Garraghan said that he re- 
ceived word this morning from Mr. 
Farley, confirming the fact that 
he> would speak here. The time 
and place of the annual dinner has 
not been decided, but it will take 
place sometime during the last 
week of January or the first week 
in February. 


Jim Farley rose to national fame 


in 1931 when he embarked upon a 
cross-country trip to "sell" Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt as a candidate for 
the Democratic presidential nom- 
ination. On this trip Farley, a big 
and friendly super-salesman, shook 
the hands of a thousand or more 
key men. On his return went a 
personal letter to every one, signed 
in the Irish-green ink which was 
to become his political trademark. 


After Mr. Roosevelt's election to 


the- presidency, 
Farley became 
postmaster general 
and Demo- 
cratic national 
chairman, which 
posts he held for eight years. He 
helped re-elect his candidate over- 
whelmingly in 1936, when the 
electoral vote for Roosevelt was 
the most nearly unanimouse since 
George Washington's day. 


Reports that the two men were 


drifting apart reached the nation's 
newspapers in .1937, when Farley 
offered no

S. Circuit Court yesterday unani- 
mously affirmed 
the convictions 


of Joseph Forman, 
former cor- 


poration counsel of Kingston, N. 
Y., a corporation and two other 
individuals 
u n d e'r 
indictments 


charging falsification 
of O.P.A. 


sugar ration statements and a 
conspiracy to deprive the govern- 
ment of an O.P.A. investigator's 
impartial services. 


Forman 
was 
convicted 
on. 


March 27 and sentenced to a year 
and a day imprisonment by Fed- 
eral Judge Harry E. Watkins, of 
West Virginia. He also was fined 
?5,000. 


Harold Gottfried, former presi- 


dent of the Pure Rock 
Mineral 
Springs Corporation, of Ellenville, 
N. Y., was sentenced to three 
years and fined $20,000. 


The corporation was fined $10.- 


000 and 
William 
Stanton, of 


Kingston, N. Y., former O.P.A. in- 
vestigator assigned to the Albany 
ollico, was sentenced to a year 
and a day. 


In returning the verdict the 


jury recommended "utmost clem- 
ency." 


"We can see nothing to justify 


the jury's recommendation." the 
Circuit Court, in an opinion by 
Senior Judge JUearned Hand. said, 
"and especially not the mawkish 
and 
sentimental 
impertinence 


which one of the jurors addressed 
to the court." 


•Aid to Enemy1 


The Court said that "while the 


nation was at grips with its most 
deadly enemy and in peril of its 
very existence, these men com- 
bined to'frustrate it in the equit- 
able 
distribution 
of a staple, 
necessary to its defense. That 
was, in effect, though of ^course 
not in law, aid and comfort to the 
enemy; and if severity is ever 
proper, we cannot imagine a bet- 
ter occasion for its exercise than 
upon those whose greed lead them 
to such scurvy disloyalty." 


I 
The government charged Gott- 


fried and the corporation falsified 
an O.P.A. sugar ration return to 
obtain more than 1,000,000 pounds 
of sugar to be manufactured into 
soft drinks. 
Forman, Gottfried and Stanton, 


accused of being bribed by Forman 
to report to the O.P.A. that the 
company's statement had not been 
falsified, were accused of a con- 
spiracy to deprive the O.P.A; of 
Stanton's impartial sen-ices. 
The Circuit Court held that 


Gottfried signed the falsified state- 
ments, filed in April, 1942, and was 
aware at the time that those state- 
ments "exactly doubled the quan- 
tity of sugar used by the company 
in 1941," upon which ration allot- 
ments were fixed. 


Stanton was assigned to investi- 
gate the company's records in 
March. 1943. 


Jury Makeup Attacked 


The defense had attacked make- 


up of the grand jury which re- 
turned the indictments on the 
grounds its membership did not in- 
clude residents of Kingston, or of 
Ulster county, New York.

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MAKING WEATHER 


Dr. F. W. Relchelderfer. chief of the 


Weather Bureau In Washington, remarked 
rec*nUy In a light tone that the weatherman 
might soon be making DIP weather instead of 
forecasting It. But it Is no joke that the 
bureau admits the possibility of some degree 
of control or modification of the weather. 


The Idea that, with a plane and a few 


pounds of dry ice, one can precipitate a 
•bower, has taken hold of the popular fancy 
to the extent that conflicts have arisen 
between farmers who needed and wanted 
rain and owners of baseball teams whose 
succes* is based, partly at least, on dry 
weather. A state senator In Oklahoma h« 
proposed an authorization of $100,000 "t 
be used for rain'tnaklng In time of drouth. 
One point often overlooked In the fact tha 
the presence of cumulus clouds at the propc 
point In necessary for the success of th( 
project. Science has not yet progressed to 
the point where It can manufacture clouds. 


Man has harnessed many natural force 


and trained them to do his will. Making the 
weather may be the final step in that direc- 
tion, but the legal and economic aspects of 
the project are likely to prove formidable 
obstructions in the way of success. 


The point should also be remembered that 


people are only too likely to Jump at the con- 
cluaion that because one result came from 
what seems to be one cause in one place at 
one time, similar results will always come 
from such apparent causes. A few instances 
of making a cloud drop moisture mean little. 


When a new mtdlcal discovery is an- 


nounced, there may have been a few notice- 
' able cures. Physicians do not believe in the 
dependable efficacy of a certain means of 
cure until they have served hundreds of 
owes, most of them In completely "controlled 
experiments"—that is, with other factors 
eliminated. 


The same is true of weather. Some control 


it possible. But dependable control is far 
•way. It is not here today nor will it be 
tomorrow nor next year.
